As to the 
argument the specification supports the limitation of the lack of convertible particles because the specification does not discuss the 
particles, as pointed out in MPEP 2173.05(i) "The mere absence of a positive recitation is not basis for an exclusion." It is also argued 
that the temperature of manufacturing the tools was confirmed by Universal Photonics; however the relevance of this is not understood. 
As to the argument that Heany does not teach the new features: the arguments do not point out which features are refered to - there is no 
specific argument as to how the claims define over Heany.
